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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the application filed April 04, 2001 . Claims 1-2 are 
presented for examination. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract appears to be written as 
if it were a claim and is not in narrative form. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cheung (U.S. 
5,175,854). 

As to claim 1, Cheung teaches a method for facilitating application reuse in web-based 
applications, said method comprising the steps of: 
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- creating an application (an applications hierarchy 10; col 2, lines 39-51) having parent (a 
parent 11; col.2, lines 39-51) and child components (one or more children 12A through 12N; col.2, lines 



- using a linked application form in the parent to specify a link to either an arbitrary URL or a 
child application (The parent 11 also includes a parent-child interface 15, and each child 12 also 
includes a child-parent interface, generally identified by reference numeral 16, that jointly facilitate 
communication between the parent application 13 and the respective child applications 14; col.2, lines 



- using an exit form in each child application to define flows that return from a child exit form and 
continue in the parent (after the child application 14 has stored the data in the respective file or buffers, it 
generates a session exit request 210... after the parent application 14 receives the session exit request 
... The parent application 13 generates a terminate application request 220\ col. 8, line 67-col.7 s line 55). 

As to claim 2, Cheung teaches each set form includes a unique identifier whereby each exit point is 
uniquely identified to the parent (The parent application 13 generates a terminate application request 
220 (FIG. 3L), including an application identifier in field 221 identifying the child application and an 
action identifier in field 223 identifying the termination request^ col.9, lines 30-68).
